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Stature of a Man 

Wendell Willkie is steadily growing in 
stature as a man and a leader. The 1940 Re- 
publican candidate for the presidency, who, 
thougn defeated, polled more popular votes 
than any candidate in history, save Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, stands so far above all other 
leaders of his party that he looms as a giant 
among pygmies.

| THE CAPITAL PARADE

ECONOMIC DEFENSE: THE NEXT STEP WASHINGTON, 
Jan. 20.— The 


best progf the President meant what he said in his inaugural ad- 
dress is the strong probability that an economic effort will soon 
be tied into the American defense program. The massive economic 
strength of the United States has not yet been seriously exploited 
to embarrass the dictatorships and aid the democracies. But when 
our economic weapons have been taken down from the wall, we 
shall finally have embarked on an all-out policy of aid to the 
democracies by every method short of war. 

Although the use of economic weapons has been suggested often, 
and by many leading members of the administration, until recently 
the State Department always opposed the project. The depart- 
ment feared the grave potential repercussions in international poli- 
tics. Now, however, it is authoritatively understood that Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull has given his approval on the strict condition 
that no economic axes will be swung without the department’s 


advice and consent. 
CARE NEEDED Secretary Hull’s condition is only sensible, 
since careful management will be needed to 
avoid trouble. For example, the worst leak into Germany today is 
along the trans-Siberian railroad, which is garrying some 20,000 
tons a week of copper, fats, cotton and special war metals like 
tungsten and molybdenum. Yet it is desirable not to disturb our 
present relations with Russia. Stopping the other main leak, the 
airplane transportation of special war metals from South America 
to Africa, is also a delicate problem. And freezing all foreign assets 
in this country, which will be part of the economic defense system, 
must be done in a way to avoid driving the Japanese into an imme- 
diate attack on the Netherlands Indies or Singapore. 

If the pitfalls in the way are shrewdly skirted, an economic 
defense system can be immensely effective. Fortunately, the skele- 
ton of such a system already exists, and needs only to be animated 
and clothed with muscle by a presidential order co-ordinating the 
use of several unrelated governmental powers. There are present 
powers for each of the five methods of economic attack. 


(1) Freezing controls: The Treasury 
long ago began freezing the American 
assets of nations occupied by Germany. A general freezing order 
is now in prospect, after which no nation will be able to use its 
funds in this country except under Treasury license. 
be freely granted to Britain and her allies and, for the present, 
where export embargoes do not stand in the way, to Japan. But 
the screws can be applied any moment to any nation, as it seems 
advisable, and will naturally be applied at once to Italy and Ger- 
many. The Italians and Germans, fearing a freezing order, are 
even now taking such cash as they can out of this country. in 
satchelsfull for deposit in South America. 

(2) Monetary controls: Monetary controls may be exercised 
through the stabilization fund, or by simple intergovernmental lend- 
ing. The Chinese loan, by which this country will get Chinese 
tungsten in return for support of the Chinese currency, is an ex- 
ample of the kind of deal that can be made. The even more recent 
Argentine loan of $50,000,000 is also understood to have had a 
number of unpublished clauses putting it in the same category. 
Monetary controls have the same purpose as freezing controls—to 
make it more difficult for enemies, and easier for friends, to meet 
their war needs. 

(3) ‘Preclusive buying: This is the most familiar method of 
economic warfare, by which supplies available to the enemy are 
previously bought up. 

Actually, the raw material needs of this country are now so 
great it is difficult to class any purchases as purely aggressive in 
purpose. At this moment American manufacturers are trying to 
raid ‘every one of the wartime stock piles built up by Edward R.

} methods, whenever possible, to under- 
mine the economic and strategic situation of the United States 
there is little reason why this country should not retaliate. Just 
which governmental agency will be given the job is not yet clear 
since the Defense Commission, the Commerce Department, the office 
of the administrator of export control and the Treasury are all 
candidates for manager of economic defense. 

But even at this stage of the economic defense plan’s develop- 
ment, three things are obvious. Some governmental agency will be 
charged with the co-ordinated and intensified use of all or most 
of the above listed powers and controls. This agency will work 
under the supervision of the State Department, where the economic 
advisor’s office has long given advice on such matters to other gov- 
ernmental organizations. And it will work in close co-operation 
with the British ministry of economic warfare, with which a liaison 
will be established through British officials here, If the plan goes 
through, in fact, it will be a well-conceived step in the direction 
so timely pointed to by the President.

0—A great rolling cheer 
went up from the massed thousands as the solemn, tired Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt came forward to take the oath of office at noon 
today as a third-term President of the United States. 

He turned toward Charles Evans Hughes, the chief justice of 
the United States. A shaft of sunlight cut past the roof of the 
portico on which they stood and fell across the President’s face 
so that he was in the bright light of the’sun as he heard the short 
and simple oath and then repeated it slowly, solemnly, with every 
word ringing clearly across the more than half a million persons 
who stood there silent and still as he swore to defend and pro- 
tect the Constitution of the United States and faithfully to exe- 
cute the office of President. 

There was something tremendous and majestic in its brief dig- 
nity. As he talked, looking into the face of the chief justice, one 
felt the great weight and beauty of it. : 

I turned and looked back at the great crowd, silent and still. 
There they were, rich and poor; shabby coats whose owners shiv- 
ered in the cold wind, mink coats; men from farms, from small 
towns, from the great cities; school children, movie stars and 
celebrities, and unknowns from all walks of life. The crowd was 
so great that one could not properly estimate it, and from the 
press section just below the President’s stand, there seemed to be 
no limit to it. 

It did something to the imagination to know that here were at 
least a half million persons looking on and that all over the world 
there were millions more listening in to the voice of this man. 

It was a voice crying in a wilderness of war and of intolerance 
saying that we dare go on with faith in our democratic form of 
government; that we dare be strong, and that the sacred flame 
of liberty will not be extinguished from the earth. 

It made the spine and the scalp tingle to be here and to hear 
him and see him. ™ 


THE GREAT DRAMA The inauguration of the first man to 


be elected to a third term of office - 
as President of this nation was done with stark simplicity. There 
were no decorations on the white portico, built for the ceremony, — 
There was just the bronze coat of arms with the eagle in dull 
silver. And at the base of the portico stood a soldier and a sailor 
holding the standards. 

There were no gay buntings, no banners or ribbons. Just the 
man and the flag of the country and the faith of a people. There 
~ oe drama like it, this inauguration of the President of the United 

ates. 

The wings of the portico were filled with senators on one side 
and with congressmen on the other. The supreme court sat in the 
center with members of the official family. They came early. 

Mrs, Roosevelt, looking calm and serene, came out and stood 
talking with Chief Justice Hughes. The grizzled face of Cactug 
Jack Garner appeared. He was in company with Vice President- 
elect Wallace and they stood talking. 

Cactus Jack came back to the reservation today. He admin- 
istered the oath to Vice President Wallace and then stepped back 
and waited for the ceremony of inducting the President. He stared 
Tr out at the crowd as the President solemnly repeated the 
oath. 

But when it was done and they were leaving, he and the Presi- 
dent greeted one another warmly with a half embrace as Garner 
leaned over and whispered to him. Indeed, it seemed to some that 
Garner kissed him on the cheek. 


THE OLD BIBLE Roosevelt took the oath with his hands on’ 

an old Dutch Bible, one more than two 

centuries old. It is an heirloom of his family and has been used 

at each of his inaugurals as Governor of New York and as President. 

It was opened at the thirteenth chapter, verses 1 to 13, of St, 

mee: first epistle to the Corinthians. The chapter ends with these 
words: 

“And now abideth faith, hope and charity; these three, but the 
greatest of these is charity.” 

The President attended religious services before coming to the 
capitol for the inauguration. In attending the religious exercises 
the President followed a tradition established in 1816 by James 
Madison and since maintained by every chief executive. They all 
have occupied the same pew at historic old St. John’s church,

Disproving two common beliefs, 
Komarek declared that fires help 
production of quail and that ‘‘ex-
